Dreaming of a green Christmas? 

From biodegradable greeting cards to solar-powered Santa decorations, con- 
sumers have countless ways to celebrate an eco-friendly holiday season this year. 

And in this tight economy, here’s some good news: Going green doesn’t mean 
having to spend a lot of it. 

“It’s a massive misconception,” said Sophie Uliano, an L.A. author who wrote 
“Gorgeously Green: 8 Simple Steps to an Earth-Friendly Life.” “People think solar 
panels, hybrid cars, organic jeans and very expensive skin care. But that doesn’t 
have to be the case.” 

Whether you have already adopted an environmentally friendly lifestyle or are 
just starting out by recycling here and there, here are cost-conscious ways to green 
your holidays with something besides pine branches. 

Green gifts 

Finding an affordable, eco-friendly gift is easier than you might think. 
These days, brick-and-mortar stores and online merchants carry a 
wide selection of green products such as bamboo fiber bathrobes and 
stuffed animals made from recycled sweaters. 

At Kellygreen Design Plus Home, a specialty store near downtown 
L.A., owner Kelly Van Patter said environmentally minded holiday 
shoppers have purchased the store’s reusable water bottles, ioo per- 
cent recycled paper goods and eco-friendly bath products as gifts. 

“The most popular items are functional, for people who are trying 
to focus on giving gifts that are low-impact,” Van Patter said. ‘A lot of 
the items are handmade and made from recycled things, so they’re 
not mass-produced.” 



If you feel guilty about the mountain of glittery wrapping paper and 
holiday cards that goes straight into the trash after Christmas, there 
are a number of creative and easy do-it-yourself options. 

Try looking around the house for material that could be used 
instead of gift wrap, such as extra fabric, old maps and glossy maga- 
zine ads.

Holidays the perfect time to jump-start fitness routine

Don’t wait until the first of the year to 
begin making changes to diet and exercise 
habits. 

Many people put off beginning an exercise 
program during the holidays because they 
don’t feel ready to give it their full attention. 
Instead of an all-or-nothing attitude, keep in 
mind that setting small, positive goals and 
making gradual adjustments to your diet and 
activity levels adds up to big changes over 
time. 

Comparing caloric intake and activity lev- 
els during colder months to other times of the 
year, you may find that you have scaled back 
significantly on exercise while increasing 
food intake, a double whammy guaranteed to 
result in weight gain. 

For this reason, it becomes especially 
important to take a step back now and take 
inventory of the triggers that cause you to 
under-exercise and/or overeat. Many things 
can contribute to this scenario, including 
force of habit, environment and psychologi- 
cal reasons. 

With the increasing number of restaurants 
and easy accessibility of food, along with tra- 
ditions of celebrating special occasions and 
events with food, the temptations to eat too 
much seem to be everywhere. 

Luckily, bad habits and patterns of behav- 
ior always can be changed and there is no time 
like the present. The calories we consume for 
reasons other than hunger are the ones that 
get us into trouble, and nowhere is this more 
obvious than during times when we are least 
active. Check out these tips for a healthier 
lifestyle. 


Keep busy 

Have you noticed that the times when 
you have nothing to do, are bored, 
stressed, tired or just want to relax are 
often the same times when you are most 
likely to eat? When the body and mind 
are not focused on being productive in 
some fashion, this lends itself to what 
is commonly referred to as “mindless” 
eating. 

Compare this to times when you 
have a full day planned, are on the go 
with errands to run and things to get 
accomplished. It’s not unusual for people 
who stay busy to actually forget that its 
time to eat, because they are focused on 
a planned task, project, hobby or exercise 
session. 


Added stress 

Stress eaters report using food as 
means to experience comfort, a way 
to counteract feelings of sadness or 
loneliness, and because the effect is 
temporary, find themselves repeating 
this sabotaging stress-eating pattern 
over and over again. If caught in a pattern 
of using food to escape problems, the 
resulting weight gain unfortunately only 
ends up adding to the stress, setting the 
stage for a vicious cycle. 


Suppress appetite 

When your body is in motion it is not only 
burning unwanted body fat, but the act 
of exercising helps to suppress appetite. 
Because our bodies are designed for 
movement, when we are without it we 
begin to feel sluggish, more irritable and 
almost always experience a heightened 
reaction to stress, which further 
contributes to mindless eating. 

Get exercising 

Thankfully, exercise has been shown 
again and again to be the perfect stress 
reliever, causing real changes to body 
chemistry that improves mood and 
helps us to maintain a more positive 
outlook. Those who exercise on a regular 
basis state that they feel better, look 
better, sleep better, have more energy 
and are happier than when they don’t.

The secret to keeping cool over the holidays? Know thyself

Krystal Morris' holiday agony begins at 
Thanksgiving dinner, 

“You have to deal with any criticism your 
family might give you,” the Lawndale resident 
recently told RedEye. “ ‘Oh, you gained a few 
pounds,’ or, ‘ Y>ur hair isn’t so cute,’ ” 

And Christmas is no slice of pumpkin pie 
for Morris, either. 

This is billed as the season of joy, yet Morris 
hardly is alone in dreading the holidays and 
their disproportionate number of family 
commitments, gift-giving expectations and 
professional social events— and then the 
abrupt end to it all on Jan, 2, 

Indeed, holiday anxiety is unavoidable, stress 
experts told RedEye, but a litde perspective can 
minimize its traditional starring role. 

Start with stress itself, 

“We get stressed out, and then we beat our- 
selves up for being stressed out,” said Alison 
Miller, who has a PhD in clinical psychology 
and founder ofTiara, a Chicago-based women’s 
life-coaching group program, “Have a sense of 
humor about it, ‘Oh, there I go again!’ ” 

Kathleen Bucci Bergeron, co-owner of six 
Asha SalonSpa locations in the Chicago area, 
recalls a regular client who one December 
scheduled a two-hour relaxation treatment 
that incorporated massage, a foot bath, a 
steam session and aromatherapy By the time 
the session was over, the client was in tears. 

“She had been holding on to so much 
stress,” Bergeron said. “It was good therapy.” 

Relax, Miller advises, and remember that 
it’s OK to look out for yourself, even in a sea- 
son when you’re expected to put others first. 

“We see a lot of images of perfection in 
the media. We sort of expect that is what we 
should have,” she said. 

Miller suggests making plans to decom- 
press in January 

“Part of what creates stress is the anticipa- 
tion of the letdown,” she said. “Plan a party, a 
getaway, time with friends, whatever would be 
meaningful to look forward to.” 


Easy does it 

Worried about over-indulging at holiday 
fetes? Relax! “One of the fun things about the 
holidays is eating a little bit more than you 
might normally eat,” Dr. Russell Robertson, 
chair of the Northwestern University 
Department of Family Medicine, told RedEye. 
“If you gained 2 or 3 pounds, that’s OK. You’ll 
lose those if you make some reasonable 
decisions afterward.” Moderation is the key 
to a healthy holiday season, Robertson said. 
He suggests using the three A’s-anticipation, 
awareness and action— as a guide. 

Anticipation 

“Any kind of planning that people can do [is 
helpful],” Robertson said. “The holidays can 
arrive like a tsunami.” 

If you know you’re going to be attending a 
feast-say, Christmas dinner-make sure 
you eat three meals that day. 

Awareness 

Be in control. Think of your food 
consumption from previous years, and 
decide how you would like to modify your 
intake, Robertson said. 

If alcohol is a concern, he suggests 
removing it from the house so that it can’t 
even be a temptation. 

Action 

Even doctors understand it’s difficult to 
maintain an exercise regimen during the 
holidays, but Robertson suggests creating a 
post-holidays action plan. 

“Dec. 26, you revert back to some more 
reasonable activities,” he said. “You 
don’t have to continue those [indulgent] 
behaviors through the new year.” 


So what is it that gets us wound up tighter 
than a strand of Christmas lights this time of 
year? And, more important, how do we release 
the tension? RedEye identified five common 
holiday stress personality types, at right, and 
asked the experts to show us how to unwind.

SYMPTOMS: You hate Hanukkah, you despise Christmas, 
you loathe New Year’s Eve parties-and you aren’t too 
fond of Thanksgiving either. 

TYPICAL STRESSERS: Everything! The 
aggressive merry agenda is everywhere. 

WHAT THE EXPERTS SAY: Live and let 
live. There’s nothing wrong with your healthy 
dislike of the season, but there’s also nothing 
wrong with people who embrace it. 

FOR RELIEF: “Let people be the way that they are 
in relationship to the holidays,” said Alison Miller, who 
has a PhD in clin. While everyone else is wrapped up in 
what makes them happy, find something to do that 
makes you happy. Just don’t isolate yourself, said 
Dr. Russell Robertson, chair of the Northwestern 
University Department of Family Medicine. 




SYMPTOMS: The holidays aren’t complete unless you’ve 
spent quality time with every friend and family member 
within a 100-mile radius. 

TYPICAL STRESSERS: Juggling schedules, managing 
family conflicts and shopping for gifts 
WHAT THE EXPERTS SAY: “We chose to make the holidays 
into what they are, this big event and drama in our lives,” 
Miller said. We also can choose to make it 
peaceful. 

FOR RELIEF: “Talk with your family about how 
can we make this work?” Miller said. “How can we 
be creative so I can see everyone I want to see that’s 
quality time and doesn’t leave me stressed out? People 
appreciate upfront communication.” And most important: 
Don’t turn the holidays into forum to air your family 
grievances. 


SYMPTOMS: You plan a New Year’s Eve bash at your house 
and suddenly realize your calendar is crammed with so many 
social engagements that you haven’t left time to prepare. 
TYPICAL STRESSERS: Commuting to parties, meeting 
countless new people, staying up late, spending time with 
colleagues you’d rather avoid and dealing with peer pressure 
to attend every single event 

WHAT THE EXPERTS SAY: In the spirit of the brotherhood 
of man, you accept every party invitation rather than risk 
disappointing your friends and colleagues. 

FOR RELIEF: In some cases, you might be able to send a 
co-worker as your representative to a business event, said 
Lous Barajas, author of “Overworked, Overwhelmed and 
Underpaid: Simple Steps to Go From Stress to Success.” If your 
mom’s oldest friend is hosting a cocktail party, then let her 
know you’ll be there but you’ll have to duck out early, Miller 
suggested. The point is to set boundaries and schedule time 
for yourself. 
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SYMPTOMS: You would rather open an e-mail than a 
thoughtful gift from your nephew. 

TYPICAL STRESSERS: Pesky family, closed offices and 
distracted colleagues 

WHAT THE EXPERTS SAY: Get a grip! “The people 
who do that will rationalize the reasons why they 
need to continue looking at their e-mail. They’ve lost 
perspective about what life is about. Life is about 
relationships, not about e-mails,” said Barajas, who 
rarely carries a cell phone. “I’ve never seen a U-Haul 
behind a hearse. You’re not going to take anything with 
you.” 

FOR RELIEF: Let the holidays be a time to celebrate all 
that you’ve accomplished in the past year, Miller said. 
“What is the experience like for the people around you 
to have you looking at your BlackBerry between the 
turkey and the dessert course?” she said. “It’s OK to 
take a break, and we all need that break.” 



Is holiday stress unavoidable? For the answer, let’s turn to RedEye’s panel of experts: Louis Barajas, 
author of “Overworked, Overwhelmed and Underpaid: Simple Steps to Go From Stress to Success,-’ 
Dr. Tamarah Duperval, a family physician and medical director of Mile Square Health Center,- and 
Alison Miller, clinical psychology PhD and founder of Tiara, a Chicago-based life coaching program 
for women. 



The holidays 
are the most 
stressful time of the 
year. Fact or fiction? 


BARAJAS: Fact. There is too much time (and money) spent on 
thinking about finding the perfect gift for family and friends. We 
should spend the time and money on getting together more often 
throughout the year and making relationships a priority. 




DUPERVAL: Fact. For many, the stress of seeing family members that 
they haven’t seen all year and setting incredible expectations to find 
the “perfect” gift, can be too much to handle. Give yourself a break 
and remember that it is about giving thanks and happy feelings. 

MILLER: Fiction. Any time of year can be the most stressful depending 
on what is happening in our lives and how we respond to it. The stress 
during the holidays comes primarily from having expectations that 
are too high for what the holidays are supposed to look like or be like. 

BARAJAS: Bandera Restaurant, to have some of their incredible corn 
bread with a martini. 

DUPERVAL: By the lakefront. Whether going for a quick jog or just 
sitting on the rocks gazing at the water or the skyline, I always feel like I’m 
getting away. 



SYMPTOMS: You log more December miles in 
the air than Santa Claus, and you stay at each 
destination only slightly longer than the jolly 
old fat man. 

TYPICAL STRESSERS: Travel delays, jet lag, 

lost luggage and a toddler from hell in 
the seat next to you who doesn’t stop 
screaming until the plane touches down 
WHAT THE EXPERTS SAY: The airport isn’t 
your office. Holiday serenity can’t be achieved 
until you accept your lack of control over the 
travel environment. 

FOR RELIEF: “You do have control over how 
you respond to whatever is around you,” Miller 
said. Choose to find a way to be peaceful even 
in stressful situations, she said. Barajas suggests 
toting along a family photo, creating a playlist 
of soothing songs on your iPod or catching up 
on thank-you letters. “When you’re in the state 
of gratitude, there tends to be less stress,” he 
said. 


MILLER: The lakefront. Year round, it has a pull and sense of calm 
regardless of the season. Even in the dead of winter, the lakefront can 
bring peace and serenity by just watching the water and the waves.

MILLER: For most people, the schedule and demands of living up 
to high expectations of having the holidays be what they think they 
“should” be are the most stressful.

Take your hair from day to night

NEW YORK If Thursday is the new Saturday 
(or perhaps you’ve heard Tuesday or 
Wednesday too), then you may be doing 
much of your holiday celebrating at the 
tail end of a busy day 

You’ll be lucky to have time to change 
clothes and dab on some darker lipstick or 
glittery gloss, let alone redo your hair. 

But you might have an extra five min- 
utes in the morning, which could pay off 
with lovely loose waves during the day and 
a stylish loose chignon at party time. 

Oscar Blandi, stylist to Jennifer Garner, 
Kelly Ripa and Faith Hill and owner of 
an eponymous salon on Madison Avenue, 
says setting up hair just out of the shower 
is the most important step. That’s when 
you’ve got the most potential for volume, 
shine and a head of good-looking, soft hair, 
he says. The steps to follow, according to 
Blandi: 



D After washing your hair, 
preferably with a soothing 
jasmine-infused shampoo and 
conditioner, apply a styling 
product with jasmine oil to coat 
the cuticle. Jasmine oil is easy 
to work with and an excellent 
protector. 


□ Once it’s dry, brush your hair 
thoroughly with a flat brush. 
It removes impurities that can 
weigh down your hair, Blandi says. 


Next comes adding-or 
enhancing-a loose wave for 
body. Flip your head-and hair- 
over so that it’s dangling toward 
the ground. With your fingers, 
gently move all the hair toward the 
front and then flip back. Push the 
hair off the face with your hands. 


□ Part the hair at the center of 
one eyebrow, whichever side 
comes most naturally. You should 
be good to go for daytime. 

As you prep your nighttime look, 
use a comb to move the part 
farther to the side.

Tiny treats can be a big hit

Want to make a big impression at your holi- 
day party this year? Think small. 

Offering guests a range of bite-sized food 
can be both easier for the host and more fun 
for the guests. No one will have time to get 
bored if they are presented with a variety of 
tastes and textures. 

Lydia France, author of “Party Bites: Easy 
Recipes for Finger Food and Party Snacks,” 
puts it this way: Imagine going into a bakery 
with $i to spend on one treat. Now imagine 
that $i will buy you a nibble of eight differ- 
ent sweets. 

“The second analogy offers you far more 
variety, and makes a party more exciting,” 
she says. “Your guests can enjoy sampling a 
wider range of flavors, whether that means 
cooking with everything the season has to 
offer or with food from Portugal, Australia 


or Turkey, for example.” 

Her book offers menus for everything 
from a Christmas drinks party to a “girls’ 
night in” with recipes ranging from minia- 
ture drinks (peppered pineapple, coconut 
and rum shots) to desserts (tiny slices of 
orange and chocolate cake). Many employ 
tiny tart shells or shot glasses as serving ves- 
sels. 

France acknowledges that serving bite- 
sized party food can be a lot of work unless 
you keep it structured and uncomplicated. 

“Chose your menu well in advance and 
decide how many bites will be hot and 
how many cold,” she says. “Make things 
that freeze well in advance and balance the 
choice of meat-fish-nuts and vegetables. 
That way you can please your vegetarian sis- 
ter, seafood-intolerant boss and your friends 
on the Atkins diet all at the same time.” 





THINKING SMALL 

» London chef Paul Gayler helps 
hosts take their guests on a tasting 
journey through the Americas, 
North Africa, the Middle East and 
beyond in his book, “The World 
in Bite Size.” He says little bites of 
food give both hosts and guests 
a chance to experiment, though 
he recommends staying true to 
one cuisine so the meal has some 
coherence. 


» New York chef and restaurant 
owner Jason Denton does the 
same in his latest book, “Simple 
Italian Snacks.” The recipes are 
grouped by type of party-from 
New Year’s Day to a backyard 
bocce tournament-but all are 
built on the idea that simple and 
sophisticated are not mutually 
exclusive.

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Lucky New Year's dishes

Justin Kimbro isn’t sure if eating pork, black-eyed peas 
and greens on New-Year’s Day will change his luck in the 
coming year. But he’ll eat them just in case. 

“I’ve never not eaten it,” said Kimbro of Murray, Ky “I 
don’t like to take chances.” 

In parts of the South, those foods are supposed to bring 
good luck and prosperity Many cultures have special New 
-Year’s foods, from lettuce in China to lentils in Italy 

“We don’t have that many rituals left. People get excited 
about doing the same thing year after year,” said Mitchell 
Davis, vice president of the James Beard Foundation in 
New -York, a group devoted to America’s culinary heri- 
tage. 

Betty Hakes, who was raised in a Cuban neighborhood 
in Miami, grew up eating 12 grapes at midnight on New 
dear’s Eve. 

‘As a child, I never questioned why you did that,” said 
Hakes, who now lives in Cincinnati. 

It wasn’t until she moved away from home that she 
realized it was not a common practice and began wonder- 
ing about its history She later learned that the tradition 


started in Spain, where some people make a wish each 
time they bite into the grape. Others believe the grapes 
represent the months of the year, and that a sour grape 
signals an unlucky month. 

“There have always been lots and lots of food 
superstitions,” said New York-based food historian 
Francine Segan. “People love to keep tradition. It’s 
something they do even if they forget what the tradi- 
tion was.”

Food you can use 

New Year’s foods typically have properties that suggest 
good fortune, said Tina Ujlaki, executive food editor for 
Food & Wine magazine. 

» Beans or leafy vegetables (They resemble coins and 
dollar bills.) 

» Pork (It’s said that pigs root forward and no one wants 
to dwell on the past.) 

» No chicken (No one wants to scratch for their meals or 
their livelihood.) 

» Rice and noodles (Foods that expand during cooking 
suggest abundance.)

He draws smaller crowds 
than the ball in Times Square does, but Mr.

Each year, thousands of people gather in 
this central Pennsylvania town to watch the 
6-foot-tall, papier-mache pickle drop from 
the fire department’s ladder truck into— you 
guessed it— a pickle barrel to mark the start 
of the new year. 

The event, started to drum up business 
for Dillsburg’s downtown, is just one of doz- 
ens of drops around the country that play 
off the NewTork spectacle. 

Many of the items dropped play off com- 
munities’ names. Dillsburg, for example, has 
nothing else to do with pickles. In nearby 
Mechanicsburg, a wrench is dropped on 


New Tear’s Eve. 

Some drops promote a local product. In 
Atlanta, an 800 -pound fiberglass peach 
will be dropped from the top of a 138 -foot 
tower of lights in what has been billed as 
the Southeast’s largest New Year’s Eve 
celebration. This year’s event will feature 
singer Julianne Hough, of “Dancing with 
the Stars.” The celebration, staged by 
Underground Atlanta, is a daylong affair, 
starting at noon with children’s activities 
and culminating with fireworks after the 
peach drop. 

New Tear’s Eve drops trace their roots to 
the use of “time balls” dropped from a pole 
at noon as a navigational aid for ship cap- 
tains, according to Jeff Straus, president of 
Countdown Entertainment, an organizer of 
New Tork’s Times Square ball drop.
